SOME REALLY GOOD NEWS 


War Bonds are “depression proof,” 
says R. H. Moulton, Chairman of the 
War Finance Committee tor Southern 
California. He explains how the 
unique redemption feature will prevent 
a wage earner, or any person, from 
taking the “licking” on War Bonds that 
many did when forced to cash Liberty 
Bond soon after World War I. 


Mr. Moulton reports that some people 
still remember how they were forced 
to sell Liberty Bonds for 82 cents on the 
dollar in order to get cash to tide them 
over the post-war slump of the early 
twenties. These Liberty -Bonds were 
negotiable securities that the Govern- 
ment had agreed to redeem only at 
maturity. 

“This experience,” states Moulton, 
“proved that a negotiable bond was 
not a safe place for wage earners to 
invest money intended as a financial 
reserve. 

“Profiting from this experience the 
Treasury is now issuing the popular 
E, F and G series in registered form 
only. Printed on every bond is a table 
of redemption values. The owner of 
these bonds knows now what their 
‘cash-in’ value will be at any future 
period. They are worth as much in 
a depression as a boom — actually 
more, for dollars buy more in a de- 
pression.” 

No holder of these bonds will ever 
be forced to take a loss if he gets in a 
pinch and must have cash.
